For Conditions on Both Parties 

Says There Is No Essential Difference Between 

Them in Faneuil Hall Address 

On Nation's Birthday 



Most o£ the Internal problems of the 
naUoti for tlie last 100 years have been 
the Ii-uita of the tremrndou.? emphasis 
placed on liberty and freedom by the 
fathers of the nation, declared Prof. 
Robert E. Rogers, of MaMachnsetts In- 
stitute of Technology, at the Rnniial 
Fourth of July exercises ye.sterday at 
FancuU Hall. , 

The city'.s observance of the fourt.i 
pursued the .■iame program that has been 
presented for the last 149 year.-, def-pite 
the rain incliidmi; the reading of the 
Declaration of Independence from the 
balcony of the Old State Hoiise.__a pro- 
cedure followed annually .since li83. 

The exercise-s opened with the raismg 
of a United State.s flag at City Hall by 
Acting Mayor Edward M. Gallagher, 
pve.sident of the city council, a parade 
to Boston Common, where a .second flag 
was raised and Acting Mayor Gallagher 
gave a brief addre.s.s, andclo-sed with the 
old State House reading and the FaneuU 
Hall oration. 

The signers of tlie Declaration of In- 
dependence and the con.stllution, har- 
assed by England, gave greater attention 
to the danger cf foreign Inva.'^lon, and 
assumed that "a free people are s.. nat- 
urally rooted hi order and obedience 
and responsibility that little need be 
said about these necessary and funda- 
mental qualities of citizenship. Where 
the fathers were certahi, we are doubt- 
ful." Prof. Rogers explained 

In JelTcrson's day. Prof. Rogers said. 
the nations of Europe presented a .spec- 
tacle slriy;iBly similar to the America 
)f today. No one would dare deny a 
wide.'prbad. deep-seated feeling of dls- 
Isatlslaction among people today. The 
'situation Is here, it.s cause the 8Ub,lert 
of sharp disagreement among wise and 
able men. but all agree that the people 
are responsible for their own plight, the 
speaker emphasized. 

SLOWS NATIONS PROGRESS 
The pas.sing of law on all subjecUs, 
and refusal to resnict where control is 
ncMlcd. has helped to .slow up the na- 
tion's progress. To make those condi- 
tions the football of political partisan- 
.ship Is to draw a "red herring across 
the trail," he insisted. He conttriued: 
The Republican party Is no more 
respc^isiblc for failing to control 
■ the financiers and business men 
during this past craze for indalion 
than the Democratic party wa.s re- 
sponsible for falling to control the 
financiers and business men during 
the great war. Both parlies bear 
equal lospon.siblUty for the position 
we find our.sclvec ai with regard to 
Europe and European debts, 'niere 
is no essential dlflerencn l-)ctween 
them in fundamental policies, rsot)-. 
are conservative parlies, devoted In 
practice to the doctrine of go-as- 
you-please. The one wants more 
freedom for property, the other 
want.s more freedom for Individuals. 
In practice Ihev amount to the 
same thliig. Neither Is radical, a;; 
"radicalism li understood. Our po- 
litical dWlaioiis are, as always, 



oased on sectionalism and not on 

"''The" Democrat of the Industrial 
East, Is closer to hi.s Republican 
brother than he is to the Democrat 
of the south and West. The Re- 
publican of the West Is. to all n- , 
tents and principles, an .:ld-hne 
Democrat. One hundred years after 
Andrew .Jackson we are repeating

WHERE DIFFICULTY LIES 
I^t u.s not -wa.stc breath, then, 
in denouncing any man or any 
administration or any party for 
these conditions. Let us not de- 
ceive ourselves bv predicting that 
any other man, or administration, , 
or political parly will surely bring 
order out of chaas. The difficulty I 
lies deeper. It lies in the intel- 
ligence, the Instincts, the Inherited . 
philosophies, the habit of mind of { 
the American people. To say, as 
the radicals say, that wc are under 
the thumbs of polltician.s who, in 
turn, arc under the yoke of the 
bankers, 's merely clotted nimsense. 

In this year 1932 we need an- 1 
other Declaration of Independence. I 
It would be j-asy to draw up a peti- 
tion of grievances, as long and as 
poignant as that which Jcflerson 
recited in the earlier document. It | 
would be easy to lay everything at 
the doors of the Hoovers and 
Coolidges, the Mellons and Morgans, 
the Internal ional bankers and the 
great Industrialists. But these are 
as much the Instruments and vic- 
tims of the time .spirit as we our- 
selves are; these are only eminent 
and hclplcvi expre.'sions of the 
spirit of the American people them- 
.selves. For these, too, are a part i 
of the American people, made In Its 
image, nurtured on its I'K-llefs and 
Ideals. It, 1.S easy now. looking back- ! 
ward. !o see the futility ot Mr. \ 
Hoover's "rugged individualism," but 
no man ever crystali.'^cd .so cnin- 
plelely and perfectly in two words 
an entire century and a half of 
American instinct and bellet and 
theory and practice. If Mr. Hoover 
Is wrong, then the American people 
have been wrong. And it begins to 
look as it liiey have been wrong, 
Acting Mayor Gallagher In his ad- 
dre.«ses referred to the Washington bi- 
centennial celebration.

Gesture for Harmony 
in Roosevelt's Cause 



Mayor Says He Has ISo Inten- 
tion to Run for Governor—— 
All for Roosevelt Now

Mayor Curlty wants Governor Ely to 
fceek re-election. Talking with newspaper- 
nitn today, wlille messagres poured In 
upon him coniplmenting him on his 
course in the Roosevelt contest for nom- 
inaiion, the mayor declared that the gov- 
ernor should consider it his duty to bear 
the Democr.'tic; gulwrnatorial banner 
again. Moreover, ti.e governor would have 
the mayor's hearty .support in tliat con- 
test. 

Thus the mayor answered the question 
that has long been in Dt-mocritic minds 
concerning his future political course in 
the Bay .State — a. question rather inten- 
.sificd by the results of the Chicago con- 
vention. Tlie mayor's views came in a 
brief statfrnent wliich he dictated while 
busily engaged at the mayoral table with 
official matters. Tbc^ statement reads: 

"I'm Interested solely In the success of 
Governor I''ranl<Iin D. Roosevelt in Mas- 
sacliusetts and pin"i>oso to do evervthinff 
possit>lo to insure Ills success here. Un- 
der the circumstances I am lio,t a candi- 
date for governor. It la clearlv the duty 
oC Governor lOly to ho a candidate for 
re-election and in the event that he is 
a candidate, in the Interest of nartv har- 
mony and the suci;ess of democracy. I 
.«hali do everything In my power to 
further hi.-i election.'" 

This statement was made in response to 
the direct innuiry whether the mayor had 
any intention of s\ibmitting his name for 
governor. Previously, Mr. Curley had 
spoken In high pr.ilse of the good sense 
of the Democratic I'onviuition in loml- 
natlng his New York friend for The high- 
est office in I he gift of the people. Wh^n 
asked if he tboiight (iovirnor .'^mith wmdd 
be found <m th" Roosevelt firing line, tha 
in( yor said: 

"In the past riovornnr flmlth ha« tieen 
success'ul in meeting some of the great- 
est problems before the people of his 
covntrv. We have still greater problema 
now and I am quite sure that Mi-. Sr.ilth, 
at the proiier time, will he found work, 
ng as earnestly for I!o. sevcit as Ije 
"as worked for any Democratic .andl- 
late In the past."

TT was the opinion of many that the strong- 
est candidates before the Democratic na- 
tional convention were Alfred PI Smith, New- 
ton D. Baker and Gov. Albert C. Ritchie. The 
convention thought otherwise and nominated 
Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Mayor Curley of Boston is the leadiny 
pro-Roosevelt personality hereabouts and to 
him we went and asked : 

"Will you tell us why you are for him?" 

It would be unfair to pretend to outline briefly all the 
points made by the mayor in favor of Gov. Roosevelt. lie talked 
quite frankly and earnestly and appeared to be firmly of the 
opinion that the best interests of the country were served by 
nominating Gov.

Is Roosevelt wishy-washy? Does he go through? Has 
he spunk (only "spunk" was not the word we used) ?

Has, 
he a definite program of supplying jobs? 

Finally, and this may .sound like a perfectly rotten que.s- 
•^ion, but it is asked with the deepest sympathy, we inquired: 
"Is the Governor's state of health up to the job of the presi- 
dency ?" 

The mayor's answers were straightforward. Every one of 
^hem was favorable to Gov. Roosevelt. The mayor went into 
detail and showed why he believes the choice of Roosevelt to 
liave been an excellent one. 

Roo.scvelt, he said, will not be dominated by fanatics and 
fi'lipshod thinkers, nor by sectionalism except in so far as a 
sectional claim works for the general good. Mayor Curley do- 
scribed Roosevelt as a fighter smart enough to shift his attack 
to gain a desired goal. There was no doubt, in the mayor's 
mind, that Roosevelt would go through for repeal. The mayor 
believes that Roosevelt has a strong grasp of economics, a do- 
termination to protect the dollar and a definite program for 
rehabilitation.

ISey Ofifeirs the Olive 
Branch 

Mayor Curley's quick offer of the olive 
oranch to Governor Ely Is a characteris- 
tically clever gesture, yet one which the 
mayor could hardly avoid making or 
that the governor can afford to refuse. 
The situation between the two men is 
awkward almost to the point of impos- 
sibility, yet we, as onlookers in a row 
which is none of our political concern, 
may, be permitted to discuss It in the 
friendly spirit of a neutral. The governor 
is between the flrts of political exigency 
and patriotic duty. If he believes, as do 
we, that the half-baked theories of Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt are menacing to the na- 
tiona! security and that. Mr. Roo.sevelt 
lias failed to convince conservative think- 
ers that he can safely be entrusted with 
the great powers of the presidency, he 
may feel warranted in rejecting the Cur- 
ley overture on that score alone. Unfor- 
timately, however, he cannot act on ttmt 
conviction without laying himself open 
to the charge that he is actuated mort 
by personal dislike than by motives ol 
patriotism; and, in addition, that he if 
willing to sacrifice the chances of his 
party in this State to his idolatry of 
Alfred E. Smith 

Mayor Curley, on the other hand, had 
warrant for turning from Smith which 
peculiarly plays into the present situa- 
tion.

Senator Walsh has 
been wise enough to accept the Inevitable, 
and already has made his peace with 
Roo.s<:velt; for he also Is too clever to 
throw away his Influence with the White 
Tlou.se shoul.' Governor Roosevelt ever 
become its occupant. Hk know.--, more- 
over, that a Democratic President would

Roosevelt is aware that he needs the 
Walsh Influence in his favor in Massa- 
chusetts now. Mayor Curley Is sitting 
pretty, all this time, with his candidate 
nominated and himself so far the recog- 
nized Roosevelt leader in this State. He 
now oflers to sharp this glory with Qov- 
ernor Ely and to take himself out of the 
way as an Ely rival. It would seem as 
if the Curley oiler has ju.st a bit of an 
edge on the Ely hesitation.

Tho'.d who ought to know what Is 
g'^'^ag on eay Gov Ely will postpone 
ills announcement until ha and his 
friends have received ""surances from 
Gov Franklin Jli. itoosevelt that 
Mavor James M. Curlpv will not have 
charge of ther campaign here. The 
I nomination of Gov Roosevelt put tlie 
I Mayor again In the centre of the 
«tage; It seemed a.fter the recent 
primary that the latter had been sent 
permanently Into the wings, but the 
I success of his candidate has brought 
him back. Those who supported Ex- 
Gov Alfred E. Smith, however, will 
not be content to have the Mayor 
recognized as the party leader in this 
State. 

This problem la causing some 
anxiety among the national managers 
of the Roosevelt campaign. They do 
not want to offend Mr Curley; It would 
bo ungracious to do so after the ef- 
forts he made to elect a Roosevelt 
delegation In Massachusetts. On the 
other hand, they realize that they 
probably cannot carry the State un- 
less Gov Ely and those closely asso- 
ciated with him give something more 
than, mere Up service to the Roose- 
velt cause. One of the most Important 
tasks for the Roosevelt people in 
Massachusetts Is a complete recon- 
ciliation with that great body of 
IJemocrats who hoped for the nomina- 
tion of Ex-Gov Smith and were dis- 
appointed by his failure in the con- 
vention. 



Four Out for Chairman

The call for the meeting of the 
Democratic State Committee has re- 
vived the rumor that Gov Ely will not 
be a candidate for another terra, and 
the latest story Is that he will make 
an announcement to that effect at the 
session of the committee on Thurs- 
day. Most people give Uttla value to 
these reports. 

As has been said many times, the 
Oovernnr has bnri hin troubles since 
he became Chief Executive of the Com- 
ruonw«i3.1th. He has been bothered 
chiofiy by the almost overwhelming de- 
mr. .d for offices on the part of Demo- 
-•ratt; there Is no respite from this. 
Some of his nominations have em- 
harrassed him. Amony these Is the 
nomination of Prof Felix p'rankfurter 
or the Supreme Judicial Court.

Charges tliat Mayor Curlcy lias 
not taken adequate steps to carry out 
his announced plans for curtailing 
city expenses, with the result that 
the present policies of the city gov- 
ernment arc plunging the city into a 
financial crisis, were made last niglit 
in a statement by the Boston Munic- 
ipal Research Bureau. The state- 
ment asserts that the 1932 nuniicipal 
financial requirements will exceed 
those of 19,S1, and that the tax rate 
vill he at least $;!4, the highest in 
flie history of tlic city. 

DELAYS PROSPHRirV 

"The fact Ib," tlie statement declares, 
"that owiriR to the depreciation In real 
estate values, with a very small cor- 
responcMng decrease In assessed values, 
tho tax rate bai-ed on true value 
will be nearer $10 than $34. It 
seems Inevitable that failure to reduce 
the cost of povernment will postiione 
ft return to i'ctter times, will reduce 
eomnumlty iinrohnshii; power, and will 
increase the number of persons without 
employn)ent, Inisincss failin-ts ai^i 
niortpiipf foreclosures. 

"A tri-tnendous increase in tax de- 
linquencies and in the cash dedcit at 
the end of the present year is unavoid- 
nl'le. Allhoupli metliods for curtailinR) 
expenses from a prr.sperity basis have 
already been charted by the present 
aiiminislration at City Hall, the actual 
steps ta!<cn so f.ir h:i\e iMH'n hni^olossly 
fnadeiinatc, tli?iid and half-hearted. If 
the luililished plans ahcaily cnmineneed 
or promised by tho adininlstrntion were 
fnllnwed eourapeonsly and whole- 
heartedly, the city would be well on the 
road to satisfaclory econnmie.-i and the 
cost of povoriimcnt would he brouglit 
nearer the capacity of the people to 
meet it."

increase the mmilter of persons without 
emplnymoiit, huslness failures and 
nioi-lpapc foreclosures. 

'■.\ ticmendttns Increase in tax de- 
linquencies and In the cash dcncit at 
the end of the present year Is unavold- 
al'le. Althonph methods for eurtaiiiiiB 
expenses from a prosiicrity basis have 
alrcpdy boon charted by tho present 
administration at City Mall, the actual 
steps Iniicn so far have been hopelessly 
iiiadequnic, timid and halt-hearted.

Commr. HiiKman Survey- 

inir Conditions Before 

Making Change 



A study of conditioa'i which may rp- 
siilt in abolilion n! the pdUce traffic 
unit and the afsigiiment nf the 300 men 
to the various divisions to augment the 
route policemen on routes, is being ' 
made by Polio*- Commissioner Eugene ' 
C. Hultman. it was learned today. 

This means that all traffic officcr.i 
ma;- be taken off at all except strategic 
points throushout the city, and trsflic 
regulated aln i--t entirely by the iraftlc 
signal system. 

The survey begun by the puliie com- 
missioner may ro.'^ul*. if found to be 
feasible, in the capt.ain of the traffic 
stations, lieutenants and some sergeant.^ 
being given a roving commission to 
tour the whole city to se whether 
traffic is runing smoothly. 

With the smooth operation of the 
traffic sienals the irafTic officers at 
Tianv intersections are now merely 
Uanding nromid, with little to do, tt Is 
felt. At busy spots and in crowded 
sections of the city, particularly in the 
down-town area, it wotild be jieces^ary 
to keep traffic policemen on duty. 

Under the plan now under considera- 
tion, a traffic piliceman would be given 
a limited route. In which he might be 
able to see for .some distance In either 
direction and to move about, it neces- 
sary, from one point to another -within 
that route, to keep trafTic going. 

Commissioner Hultman believes that 
under the present system, numerous of- 
ficers are merely automatons ar.ri are 
not getting the police exi>erience of 
route officers. At many places traffic 
men are not needed. 

Tlie elimination ct the tmflic dlM- 
slon would place more men in actual 
police work, spread the men over R 
wider area and nil tu gapij which are 
not now covered thoroughly. The com- 
missioner will take no definite action 
in this regard, however, until he has 
sur^ey^ tne sltuataion carefully, he 
says.

POSSIBLE RELIEF

A Boston tax rate in excess of $34, 
or more tlian $2.20 above tlie highest 
provlou-s rate in 1926, i,? certain unless 
the Legislature lessens the imminent 
abnormal biurden of Boston taxpayer-i 
by the enactment of a relief measure 
to assure speedy distribution to all mu- 
nicipalities of funds obtained by a state 
bond issue. 

Barring this form of relief, which 
■would provide Boston with revenue of 
$5,000,000 from a proposed Issue of 
$20,000,000 of state bonds, there is pros- 
pect that the heavy shrinkage in tax- 
able valuation officially admitted to 
reach a "substantial number of millions," 
■will force the rate well abo\e .$34. 
LEVY $5,1?8,1.>1 GREATER 

Known elements entering into the 
determination of the rate, coupled with 
approximate but con.servative estimates 
of other elements, reveal that the tax 
levy will be $5,128,451 greater than that 
of last vear. Computed on the 1931 
valuation, a mathematical problem 
which falls, becau.^e of the admitted 
reduction In total valuation, to disclose 
the correct figures:' tliis increa.'c repre- 
sents a tax rate jump in excess of $2.50 
per $1000 of valuation. 

A.S the taxable valuation shrinks, the 
tax rate rffccl per million dollars of 
ihe tax levy increases and as an un- 
precedented reduction Is known to ijc 
a fact, the tax rate effect is inevitably 
greater than $2.jn. 

The causf. of the heavy jump m mu- 
nicipal expenditures is the tremendous 
co.t nf maintaining the public welfare 
and soldiers' relief departments. More 
than S12.nO0.O0O will l)c required to meet 
welfare demands during the year, and 
although the original appropriation 
budget showed a decrease, in contiast 
*-it,h 1031, of $1,010,000, the final fig- 
ures will disclo.5e an increase of 
$1,^04,704. 

rNFAVOKABLi: ITEMS 

There Is possibility that If Boston's

SATISFACTORV PAYMENT 

There is a eertaintv that the munici- 
pal vear will be marked by a staggering 
deficit because of inability of taxpayers 
to meet their obligatloiis. 

The onlv gratilying feature of the 
municipal financial picture is tiio un- 
expncicdly satisfactory payment of 1931 
taxes. Despite the unemployment, ap- 
proximately 90 per cent, of real estate, 
per.sonal and ixiU ta.\es were paid prior 
to July 1. The outstanding uncollected 
taxes on that date were $6,070,290, in- 
IcludinK polls, of a total of $62,177,000. 

A distressintt factor, beyond the con- 
trol of city officials, is tlie demand o! 
property owners for abatements of 1931 
taxes. There are pending before the 
state board of tax appeal and tlie a.sses- 
sors petitions for reductions of valua- 
tion of approximately $200,000,000 of 
property valued at $600,000,000. The 
assessors have already marked down 
a.sscssments upon a great many proper- 
ties In the down-town high-value dis- 
trict; many other buildings have been 
razed to avoid the payment of taxes 
ind the mandatory reductions ordered 
■ w the stale appeal board tlireaten a 
.aluation revision wliirli will lop many 
-noro millions from taxable valuation 
•,han has been figured in Informal com- 
nutatlons of the probable tax rate. 



FINDS THAT CITY 
OWES $110,674 



The C & R. Construction Company 
is entitled to receive $84,042 plus In- 
terest 01 $26,632 from the city of Bos- 
ton for labor and materials for the con- 
struction of section three of the Dor- 
chester tunnel extension, according lo 
a reijort filed in tlie superior court ta- 
day by Isaac Gordon, who heard tne 
case as auditor. 

'I'he suit was brought to recover lor 
extra work because of the alleged errors 
and negligence of line and rod men of 
the transit dep.".r!ment of the city, and 
failure of that department to determine 
with reasonable accuracy the amount 
of work to be done. 

Gordori reports that the construction 
* company was obliged to remove large 
amount.s of rearth and rock as the re- 
.^ult of wrong grades being given by 
the transit department, which were the 
result of iiegligonce of the defendant's 
line and rod men. ' 

He also found that the decision of 
the engineer as to the classification of 
rock and earlli excavation and his esti- 
mate of the quantities excavated is 
gro.ssiy erroneous, unjust, unfair, and 
unrc:isonable. 

a("rrt(ui found in hi.i report that the 
act of penalizing Ihe construction com- 
liany Sll.lOO for not having the Job 
cnniplnlrtl im .schedule wa.s arbitrary 
and was not based on bad fai'h or wil- 
ful delay of the C. & R. Company, but 
on account of error.s of the transit de- 
liartment and the failur<' of tile police 
department to ailow Sunday work to be 
done. He suggests repayment of that 
sum by the city. 

Section 3 of the Dorchester tunnel 
was n^ar the Shawmut branch of the 
New Haven railroad. The contract 
lirice was $626,550. btjt there was $152.- 
COO for extra work, of which the city 
paid $50,472 and refiLsed to pay the 
balanc:'. Gordon's report covered 198 
pages.

Ely was asked yesterday to call 
a special session of the Legislature to 
pass emergency measures to proyide re- 
lief for muniripalities in financial dis- 
tress, ihe request was made by a group 
01 Ma.ssacliu.sclts mayors who conferred 
jwith the Governor for an hour yester- 
day afternoon on existing conditions, 

Ma.vor C\irley, spokesman for his as- 
.sociatp executives, said the legislation 
is needed to piTvent the stai'vation of 
citizens and to prevent the imposing of 
prohibitive tax rates. 

The Governor suggested that the 
mayors present a concrete proposal to 
him and with this in view a special 
meeting of the Ma.yors Club of Massa- 
chusetts has been called for Friday 
at, the Parker House. 

To this conference Theodore N. Wad- 
dell, state dire<^tor of accounts; Presi- 
dent Ba<T]n of the Senate and Speaker 
Saltonstall cf the House will be invited. 
Mayor Curley suggested the possi- 
bility of a $:!0,0O0,OOO state bond Issue 
for riistiibiition among the harassed 
communities to t)e repaid over a period 
of five years. 

The Governor has promLscd to co- 
operate with any reasonable and .sound 
proposals that may t>o presented by the 
mayors. 

CIRI.KYS SUGGESTIONS 
In discus,sing the conference and the 
existing situation Mayor Curley said: 
As a result of a conference with 
his excellency a meetljig of the 
Mayors club will be called for Fri- 
day In an effort to agree on one , 
proposal, lo Ihis conference Messrs, I 
Waddcll, Bacon and Saltonstall will I 
be invited.

tion In which cities and the indus- 
trial towns find themselves is caused 
largely by the discharge of the em- 
ployes of public service, Industrial 
organizations and financial Institu- 
tions. 

Many of these employes have 
found it necessary to seek public 
aid from ,he cities and towns with 
the result that the costs of govern- 
ment have .soared almost beyond 
control, 

Public officials recognize their rc- 
.sponsibility in alleviating the suf- 
fering caused by unemployment 
and the necessity of furnishing food 
and shelter to their citi?,en5 who 
are without visible means of sup- 
port. 

The condition is abnormal and 
reflects a real emergency which 
ordinary financing fails to meet. 
Added lo Ihis condition i.s the lia- 
bility of certain municipalitie.^ to 
finance temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes, with the result that 
many employes in various parts of 
the commonwealth have failed to 
receive compensation for their ser- 
vices rendered to citte.s and towns 
covering periods of weeks and in 
some cases months. Another dif- 
ficulty that confronts certain mu- 
nicipalities was the tying-up of 
municipal fund.s in clased banlts.

The C. & R. Constniction Company, 
tepresented h\ attorney Joseph Joyca 
Donahue, was obliged to do a great 

• mount of extra work on the job and 
furnish a large amount of extra ma- 
terial, according to Mr Gordon, be- 
cause of the error.'! and negligence of 
line and grade and rod men connected 
•with the Transit Department of th.^ 
city and on accoimt of the failure of 
men of that department to approxi- 
mate, with roa.sonable accuracy, the 

• mount of work to be done. 

Mr Gordon also reports that the com- 
pany wa.s oljiigcd to remove a large '

MARION, July 14 — Aboard the good 
ship Myth II, Gov. Roosevelt tonight 
received Mayor Curley of Boston and a 
small party of friends as his 40-foot 
yawl swung lazily at anchor In this 
tight little harbor. 

The Democratic presidential candi- 
date engaged In his first political dis- 
cussion without an associate outside his 
Immediate party as he talked of the 
approaching campaign with his out- 
standing champion in New England. 

The mayor recommended a nation- 
wide drive to ask Democrats in all 
sections to make contributions to the 
party chest. 

The mayor wa,s atward the ves-scl for 
50 minutes and he reported that all 
the members of the party were Jubijant 
over their unusual excursion. 

The Governor Informed the mayor 
that he had been receiving gratifying 
reports of support from thousands of 
liljeral Republicans, The mayor was 
invited to attend a conference at the 
aovemor's Hyde Park liome In the near 
future when plans for the campaign 
will be outlined. 

Gov. Roosevelt showed unusual curl- 
ftslty aix)ut affairs at Charlestown navy 
yard and asked atwut the Constitution. 

The mayor wa.'s met ashore here late 
tonight by James Roosevelt, the Gov- 
ernor's .son, and Robert Jaclcson of Boe- 
ton and Concord, N. H., one of the Gov- 
ernor's intimate political a.Moclates.

Research Bureau Indicates 

Widening Gap and Need 

of Retrenchment

The Boston Municipal Research Bureau' 
has compihxl figures whicli compare the 
increase in the cost of government in Bos- 
ton from 1928 to 1931, with the decrease 
in community income and business activi. 
ty during the same period. The widening 
gap l)etwpen cost ot government and com- 
munity income, shown by those figureH. 
creates a serious prolilem for the city of 
Boston v;liicli, in Its opinion, can be 
solved only by drastic retrenchment In 
the cost of government. 

In an attwched chart, based upon these 
flgures, the year 1028, the last complete 
pre-depression year, has been taken as 
the starting point. Each of the factors 
presented on the chart has been reduced 
to a common basis so that an easy com- 
parison can be made. 

"Cost of gnvernmcnt includes the total 
current rennirements of the citv retrard- 
css of wh.'if poxornmcntai ngcncy in- 
uin-ed them," tlie Mtalenient says. "Tlie 
;ity was obliged to meet these require- 
ments by taxes or other sources of in- 
come. Tliey include city, co\inty and 
school Ijudoscls. debt and i)ension require- 
ments and .Stale .ind metropolitan asse.-<s- 
inenls. The actual figure for the cost of 
govennnent in 19:;S was $ti8,900,00il; in 
1931 it was $78. 790, 000. ■■ 

As fairly represenling the community 
income from whicji taxes must be paiii, 
various indices of business activity ar*' 
presented. « hiih. in Hie opinion of tlie 
iiureou. are reprPaentalivc of prevailing 
economic conditions In the city. ■ The in- 
lonnatioii used a.s the basis of some of 
the indices clivers ,Massar-htise(ts anil 
Xew l-;nL;l,-irKi, but tliey rellect conditions 
in the city proper and for purposes of 
sliowlng the trend of the economic situa- 
tion lliey are acceptable.

MAHONEY DELIVERS 
REBUKE TO MJtYOfiS 

Urges Municipal Econom.y 
Before State Loans 



The Massachusett.'s Mayors' Cliih is 
sharply rebuked by Representative 
John V. Mahoney of Boston, vice 
chairman of the special committee on 
public expenditures, for its proposal to 
have the State float a .1120,000.000 bond 
issue, the proceeds to be used for the 
relief of cities and towns. 

Speaking for the committee, which 
is making a State-wide study -with a 
\iew to reducing the costs of govern- 
ment in State, counties, districts and 
municipalities, Kepresentati^'c Ma- 
honey issued a statem.ent late yesfpr- 
riay afternoon. He said that befoic 
Ihe cities were given any money or al- 
lowed to make use of the State's 
ability to borrow at a low rate of iii- 
tcrrst, it is imperative that the.y put 
into efferc drastic ei-onomies in all of 
their activities. 

The atatement of Representative 
Mahoney says; 

"The proposal of the Massachusetts 
Mayors' Club for legislation to pro- 
vide a S20,0O0.000 bond is.>--u». to obtain 
money for distribution among muniei- i 
palities which have steadiaslly re- 
fused 1o make tb.^ drastic, curtailm'^its 
forced upon us by the times, i.^ typical 
of the iinvi.-ionin?: policy thai has 
lirougbt so mans- mismanaged cities to 
thcii present financial plight. 

"The Mayors' Club complained at 
n. hearing Wednesday before fhp .Joint 
Special Committee r.n Public Expendi- 
tures that its previous recommenda- 
tions have been Ignored by the Legis- 
lature. It takes no account of the fact 
that It has Itself Ignored the necessity 
for retrenching sharply so that those 
who lend cities money may feel with 
some security that the notes they hold 
win be repaid. 

"The Legislative Commlttea on Mu- 
nicipal Finance reported a bill »t the 
last session that would have given 
the Mayors what they now are ask- 
ing. But It had no friends among 
the Mayors because it would hava 
compelled the practice of economy as 
a cciidition precedent to the use of 
the Commonwealth's credit. 

"No sane person or association of 
Individuals will lend money on a had 
risk. To oak the State to do so, with- 
i out any provision or guarantee that 
its credit will not be abused, Is to 
make of its financial prestige a false 
instrument. 

"It Is a move, which unchecked, 
might pull the whole Commonwealth , 
down to the level of Its greatest weak- ; 
ness. ',

"What assurance can the Massachu- 
setts Mayors' Club give the tieglsla- j 
ture that it will be any easier to pay 
off borrowings as It proposes, when , 
they are due, than It Is today? Which j 
Mayor among them Is bold enough to i 
say that we shall be back to peak 
levels In five or even ten years? 

"It is quite obvious that the average 
Mayor is a creature oi the moment. 
He cannot bo held to account when 
ho rellnquialies his office and saddlea 
upon his successor the burdens of hi9 
extravagance. But the people can and 
should insist that he give heed to the 
obllgationB of the present. li the 
Mayors must have more for publio 
wjllare, let them save It In other less 
essential activities. 

"Give the Massachusetts Mayors this 
$20,000,000 and next year they will be 
up for ?20, 000.000 more. No one 
imagines for a moment that such a 
sum is going to put an end to their 
unceasing demands not even the 
Ma.yors themselves, who, as long as 
money is easy to get, will continue 
to spend it. 

"In the city of Boston, our largest 
rau'-.icipality, which boasts of Its finan- 
cial condition, the total requirements 
for 1932 will be greater than those of 
last year. The tax rate will be at 
least J34, the hlfrhest In its history. 

Challenges Boston Mayor 

■'Let the Mayor oi Boston decrease 
the assessed values to correspond with 
tile depreciation In actual values and 
then cut his administrative costs. 
Tile city la full of homes and office 
buildings which are either vacant oi 
occupied by tenants who cannot ppy 
their rents. The greatly diminished 
income to the owners of such proper- 
ty will make It Impossi'oie for many 
to meet their tax bills and result In 
the sale of an Increasing number of 
titlcsi. 

"If the Mayors would spend more 
time Improving their purchasing meth- 
ods, consolidating departments, elim- 
inating non-essential activities and 
investigating the many spurious claims 
for public welfare, aoldlers' relief and 
old age assistance, they would not 
find it necessary to pass the buck to 
the Commonwealth. 

"Tlie State is alile to borrow money 
for less than 2 percent— for a reason. 
Many cities must pay aa high as 6 
preent-also for good and sufficient 
reasons, although far from the sai .p.

BOSTON, July 7. — Summary punsh- 
mcnt. interpreted to mean dismissal, 
threaiened yesterday by Mayor Curley 
of all city and county employes who 
refust to make voluntary contribu- 
tions to the welfare department 
Iuiid.i l.s expected to silence objectors 
to the pl&n which will become opera- 
tive next week. 

Due to a ml.sunderstandlng of the 
cU'cumstinceb, the mayor named 
Clerk Francis A. Campbell of the Su- 
perior Civil court as an opponent of 
the l»ian who had extended his oppo- 
sition to \\\A office [wrsonnel. but a 
sharp retort by Campbell pledged his 
co-operation and added that of his 
subordinates "as long as they are not 
grabbed tav the neck and forced to 
stand tor deductions from their sal- 
axles." 

"I'll be glad to give one. two, three 
or four days' pay." said Campbell, 
"and 1 hope that my assistants will 
do 60, but I will not stand to have 
them grabbed by the neck by Mayor 
Curley or anybody, .^s a matter of 
fact. I have never received any pledge 
card's for distribution to my staff. 

The mayor was informed that, be- 
cause no pi«<lge cards had been re- 
turned from Campbell's department, 
it wa.'j assumed that he was opposed 
to the plan and that he had Instruct- 
ed his assistants to .share his oppo- 
.sltlon. Investigation revealed that a 
letter, supposedly sent to Campbell 
asking him to call at the office of 
Budget Commissioner Pox for the 
cards, had not be«n received by him. 

Instructions to City Auditor Car- 
ven to make deduction.'' 'n accord 
with the agreed-upon program were 
Issued bv the mayor yesterday. The 
plan provides that deduction.^ will be 
made upon pay days In the weeks of 
the 10th and 25th days of each month 
for the remainder of the year. 

Persons earning up to »ieoo will 
contribute one day's pay monthly; 
tho.se earning up to »3000 will give 
two days' pay, and those receiving in 
excess of that sum will contribute 
three days' pay. 

The mayor said that his message to 
Carvon, asking for the names of all 
persons "In the employ of the city, 
county and school department uawlU- 
ing to co-operate In this most neces- 
sary work for the relief of the needy 
and unemployed" could he interpret- 
ed to mean that he proposed summary 
dismissal from the city and county 
service. 

His authority is limited to city de- 
partments under hi.-j direct control, 
and the school and police depart-' 
ments are not Included. He has no 
control over county departments 
other than the authority to determine 
aipproprlatlons for thrlr maintenance. 

There has been refusal of a small 
minority of city employes to sign the 
pledge cards, authorizing the stipu- 
lated deductions. There has been a 
100 ])er cent response In the hospi- 
tal department, which includes the 
lowest paid employes of the city. 

Judges and other ofTlclalg connect- 
ed with the courl.1 have expressed 
agreement with the plan, but have 
refrained from signing pledge cards. 
They have fonnally voted to Inter- 
pose no objections to deductions from 
their salary check*. 
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.^^/^ aspirations to be the Democratic nom- 
lovernor of Massachusetts would appear to be 
materially hightened by the tremendous ovation given in 
honor of his arrival from Chicago.

ilUea that before the country had a chance to look 
the resultg over, the Democrats would come along 
and put on such a show as they did. The Derao- 
crats have had the radio ear of the country ever 
since Charles Curtis flrst heard about his keeping 
his old Job; before the light duit had settled in 
the Chicago stadium, the circus horses for the big . 
'three-ring show were stirring it all up again, and 
the consequence Is that a good part of the country 
MU.st have forgotten that the Republicans ever held 
a convention. 

Now, there is a big hint in all this. The hint 
1« this: Go modern. The Democrats have always 
been showmen, good ones; but sometimes the f'how 
they gave was not just what they had planned. It 
sometimes turned out to be the kind of a show a 
dog fight is — exciting, but no good for the partici- 
pants. The Madison Square ruckus In 1924 was 
that kind of a show. No one ever sat in at a better 
one, since the days of the gladiatorial combats In 
ancient Home, but when adjournment came the 
Democrats were politically as dead as the glad- 
iators. * 

Drama and Advertising 

This lime things went better. Much better. 
The hint for the Republicans lies in the fact that 
this Democratic show in Chicago, so far from in- 
juring the Democrats, gave them a big start to- 
wards the campaign. Here were 1154 delegates 
—more than that, for after the lavish way of some 
sections there wore more delegates than there were 
whole votes — and they came to the convention 
more or less expectant of trouble. There was the 
fratricidal menace in the Roosevelt-Smith situa- 
tion. There was the expected clash over prohibi- 
tion. There Was the fear of a party split over 
liberalism. Instead of which resuits, they had a 



gay week of convention sessions, some of the best 
of vaudeville, a nomination by a margin so large 
it cannot be di.scouuted, an overwlielming vote on 
a wringing wet plank— every state but 11 support- 
ing it in the convention— and a departure amid a 
whirl of drama, everyone more or less happy (ex- 
cept the Smith group) and altogether a record of 
harmony and pretty good advertising. 

We write here and now with no brief for any 
or either party. What we see emerging from the 
three Chicago weeks, with the two conventions and 
the important week between them. Is a measure 
of the temper and strategy of the two parties aa or- 
ganizations; and what we conclude from it Is that 
; the Republicans will be very stupid If they do not 
take the hint the Democrats gave — and very stupid 
if they underestimate the strength of their op- 
ponents. 

Age of Entertainment 

It is ail very well for Republicans to scoff at 
the Democratic gathering, and say it was "a circus, 
1 not a convention," Granted, it was a good deal of 
a circus — and more people like circuses than like 
political conventions. This is an age of entertain- 
ment. People demand amusement — and they get 
it. That is why the radio is what it is. You can 
run serious and valuable talks over the air, and we 
are all for the uplift of the human race th|it way, 
tut we do not observe that the heavy radio adver- 
tisers lean very heavily on the uplift programs. 
These advertisers are engaged in the practical un- 
dertaking of ''reating and enlarging the market 
for their goods. They put on the air, and pay tor 
it, what they think will attract and hold attention. 
Advertisers, whether on the air or in newspapers 
or in other avenues of publicity, are smart folks, 
J! they were not they would slip out of business. 
They know what the public wants — amusement.

New England quite naturally 
does not look with any degree of 
favor upon the Great Lakes Wa- 
terway transportation plan foi 
the completion of which negotia- 
tions have been pending for sev- 
eral years. The plan has recently 
been brought to the attention of 
the public by the proposition of 
Governor Roosevelt of New York 
that he go to Washington to sec 
if he and President Hoover can- 
not do something to have negoti- 
ations with tlie Dominion govern- 
ment speeded up. The President's 
answer was that deliberations 
were going along all right and 
that the governor needn't post- 
pone his yachting trip on account 
of them. They are handling it all 
right in Washington, said he. 

The Roosevelt letter was a po-i 
litical gesture probably, for the 
reason that the people of the 
Middle Western states are very 
much in favor of the plan, in the 
belief that it would give them 
closer access to the ocean and 
lower the cost of transportation 
of grain designed for export. If 
ocean steamships should be able 
to sail up to Duluth. load with. 
grain there and then proceed! 
straight to Europe, the cost of 
carrying the same v/ould natural- 
ly be less than the present plan of 
shipment by rail and water. By 
showing his deep interest in the 
plan Mr. Roosevelt might expect 
to win favor in the West, al- 
though the President favors the 
plan and ha.s done all that he 
could for it-s promotion. 

What has halted the execution 
of the project has been that Can- 
ada which would be expected to 
pay part o' the costs has been un-| 
able to see how the country would' 
be benefited. There is strong op- 
position in eastern Canada and 
this must be overcome before the 
Dominion will be disposed to be^ 
very liberal in the matter. 

Men informed in transportation 
matters are agreed that the plan 
would be of no benefit to New 
England ports,— that is Portland, 
Boston and Providence, and it is 
the opinion of a majority that it 
would work irreparable injury to 
them. Mayor Curley a few years 
ago, went so fa'r~lT<rto declare that 
if the project was ever carried 
through to siicccss, it wo\ild be in 
order for a "for sale" sign to be 
put out on every ocean pier In 



Boston. That is to put It rather 
strongly, but Boston . would be 
greatly injured. Ocean steam- 
ships to do business profitably 
Imust have bulk cargoes, such as 
grain, along with which package 
freight can be taken. The bulk 
cargoes are carried in the holds 
of the ocean freight carriers and 
the package freight is loaded be- 
tween decks. Both are necessary 
(,o a profitable cargo. 

ir all grain cargoes were to go 
directly out to sea from the Great 
Lakes. "there would be little or no 
bu.sincss for ocean steamships 
sailine from New England for 
they could not depend on package 
freight alone. There would be 
less business of the latter class 
coming into Portland for loading 
here for the reason, that it could 
not be transported profitably 
abroad from here. 

The fact that very little grain 
is shipped from Portland at the 
present tim.e makes the proposi- 
tion of much less interest here 
than it might have been at one 
time. Portland once did a big 
ocean carrying business during 
the five months of Winter, which 
has since been diverted to the 
maritime ports of the Dominion 
by the Canadian government. If 
Canada ever tires of paying t,he 
cost of this diversion, as eventual- 
ly she will, we would get this busi- 
ness back. The proposed water- 
ways would not affect that apy, 
for the proposed route would r: 
rlo.'^ed in winter time as now. Tlr., ; 
plan would do away with the pos- 
sibility of handling much grain 
through this port in the Summer. 
One of the arguments in favor 
of the scheme has been that 
thereby a vast supply of hydro- 
electric power could be developed, 
the sale of which would help to 
pay the bills. But within recent 
yea-rs the glamour of cheap hy- 
dro-electric power has worn off 
somewhat and there is a disposi- 
tion to tiirn back to strcnm. It is 
admitted if power co\ild not he 
developed and .sold as a by-prorl- 
iict of the plan, the proposition 
would not he attractive financial- 
ly. But the chief obstacle in the 
way of the execution of the plan 
\f. the objection in Canada and 
that has yet not been overcome.

Many Bos- 
ton employes had signed Ijut others 
had not when the city treasurer re- 
ceived the order from the mayor to 
deduct the percentage whether the 
employe had made formal agreement 
or not. 

In Worcester Mayor Mahoney has 
declared the refttsa'l or neglect of a 
email handful of employes to agree 
to the deduction is -trivial." The 
great majority of municipal employes 
here who signed promptly and wil- 
lingly have been looking for .some 
sort "of action to get their backward 
confreres in line. 

No Concrete .Vcdon 
Threats to make public the names 
of the recalcitrant employes have 
been made, but no concrete action 
has been taken.

The Ma.s.sachusetts legislature has 
come to an end without any reduc- 
tion of salaries amont; state em- 
yiloyces, nor any reduction of state 
exiienditures. It lins had tlie grace to 
check its extraordiiiaiy expenditures. 
Meanwhile, in this and other cities 
welfare relief funds are being ex- 
hausted. Soldiers' aid budgets have 
come to an end and the year i.s not 
yet half spent. Th> unfortunate 
financial situation sc"ms to be even 
■worse than it was on January 1. Next 
v.inter's problems already begin to 
cast their shadows before them, and 
city planners realize that they are 
up against it. Even TVIayor Curley 
realizes that Bo,ston is cou'rling bank- 
ruptcy by refusing to dismiss eni- 
l)loyces and reduce salaries. 

Our local legislators have a good 
record for economy. Many other leg- 
islators, esijecially from Boston, have 
earned the reputation t.f bemg blind 
to conditions and deaf to the appeals 
of distressed tax payors. A time for 
reckoning will come lor them next 
fall. The evolution of events is ex- 
posing their lack of wisdom every 
day. Mayors and councilmen are at 
' tlieir wits' end to know whiil to do. 
Can they keep on making special ap- 
I proprialions for welfare relief, .sol- 
diers' aid and old age assistance? 
Those who groan at the thought of 
this year's tax rate, fairly shudder 
at the thought of the tax rate of 
1933. The lesson is very clear that all 
cities which have hitlierto delayed 
reducing prosperity salaries luusi do 
it, by another year. The sttite' must 
follow the same cour.se. Several Mas- 
sachtisetts cities arc on the verge of 
bankruptcy, and may liave difficulty 
in opening the schools next Septem- 
ber, Other cities are flirting with the 
same disaster. 

These times are irtnarkablc for 
the stubborn resislance of legislators 
to face the tacts and reduce govern- 
ment expeiLses. Conere.ss h.is made a 
; feeble effort to reduce expenses, hut 
has not vet balanced the budget and 
probably' will not do so. But when 
the congressmen readi honte they 
will learn the exact condition of their 
states and their cities. 

When they return to Washington 
ill necember. they will be more fav- 
orable to reducing salaries and per- 
sonnel in response to the wishes of 
their constituents, 'Voters w-ill not 
soon forget that th"ir taxes were 
rai.sed to an astonishing peak Just 
wlien their porkPts were enip!:, \ 
day of reckcming will come for many 
of these unwise coi>w:8samen.

Republican Hopefulness 

There is no doul)t at all that this was a no."' 
auspicious opening for the Republican campaign.

SpeculatJon u Governor Hoosevelt 
would come Into Massachusetts, one 
I of the few states where his delegates 
were defeated by Alfred E. Smith 
I supporters, was ended when the nom- 
inee told correspondents he had made 
no campaign plans and In fact had 
given no thought to the matter. He 
said he could not tell at this time 
If he would speak in the B;iy State 
during the campaign. Replying to 
an Inquiry as t» whether he consid- 
ered Massachusetts a pivotal slate, the 
governor laughed and asserted all 48 
states were pivotal. But he expressed 
the opinion there was Uttle doubt 
but that the Democratic ticket would 
win easily in the Bay State.

WASHINGTON, July 25 -The 
drive by James A. Parley, chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, to placate the Al Smith lieu- 
tenants, is so important that 
whether Roosevelt or Hoover is 
elected in November may ea.sily de- 
pend on its success or failure. 
I Not only do the 17 electoral 
votes of Massachusetts hang on 
whether the fanatical Smith fol- 
lowiniT in the Bay State is lined 
up for the man who blocked Al 
Smith, as they figure It, but in all 
probability the electoral votes of 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
lorlt and New Jersey will also 
depend on it. 

All these States, as the situation 
Is viewed now, are likely to be close, 
although it is too early to tell ac- 
curately. At the present we do not 
even know how far Piesidcnt Hoo- 
ver will go on Prohibition in his 
acceptance speech. That may prove 
important in these States. 

.lERSEY INDICATION 

If the President should go much 
further wet than Is not antici- 
pated If he should ignore the 
frowning Borah, who hes alreadv 
declared that he cannot support 
Hoover becaiise of the wetness of the 
Republican platform, it mav be some 
time before there is a definite re- 
action in this group of very wet 
States which will indicate how their 
electoral votes will be cast. 

The Roosevelt managers have 
already shown that they are will- 
'"K to so the limit to win the 
Smith following. Farley's state- 
ment at the New Jersey meeting, 
praising Franit Hague to the skies! 
and absolving him completely for 
all the harsh things Hague said 
about Roosevelt at Chicago, is 
the best indication of that. 
Two years ago the wets were 
worried about Massachu.setts. There 
was a referendum on the repeal of! 
the State Prohibition enforcement!

17. — The large.st crowd in the his- 
tory of Republican New 'iarnp- 
shire packed and .lammed its way 
into this little resort city today to 
welcome Governor P'ranklin D, 
Roosevelt, Democratic nominee 
for the Presidency. 

Ma.ssed thousands deep along the 
chilly, windswept beach, the 
gathering gave visible evidence 
that the name of Roosevelt still 
holds political magic. Police esti- 
mated there were 50,000 strung 
along the narrow strip of sandy 
beach. 

Adhering strictly In his rule of 
"no politics." Governoi- Roo.sevelt 
was in a happy mood as he spoke 
a few words of greetings inio the 
microphone. 

TELLS OF CRlII.Si;. 

He told them a few incident, s 
of hi.s recent cruise along the New 
England .shoreline, spun a few 
yarns of the sea, and expres,sed 
the hope that he will be able t.o 
meet them again before the cam- 
paign ends next November. Just 
as a fri'.mdly warning, ll\jj nomi- 
nee ,saJd: 

"This, of ciMirsf, is not a polit- 
ical Rathcring. It is jiisi a (freal 
bisr family party. It could not 
be a political ;TatherinR liccaiise 
this is Sunday." 
Although the crowd was evi- 
dently hoping for some old-fash- 
ioned political oratory, they went 
away satisfied with having ob- 
tained a glimp.se of Pi'esident 
Hoover's rival. 

On the speakers' platforui were 
j Democratic leaders from Now 
j Hampshire, Maine and Ma.s.snrhu- 
setts. Governor Roosevelt was 
introduced by Frederick E. Small, 
one-time Democratic Mayor of Ihr 
Republican :',it,y of Rochester.

In a short, vigorous addres.s 
Smali predicted that his State 
will fall again into the Demo- 
cratic column as it did for Presi- 
dent Wilson in 1912 and 1916. 

The ceremonies were concluded 
by the presentation to the Demo- 
cratic candidate of an oil painting 
of him.self. ; 

Accepting the porti'ait from i 
Mayor Curley of Boston, Governor | 
Roosevelt said: i 

"I am very grateful to you 
for the gift of this portrait.

AREA FAMILIAR. 

In his talk to the crowd Gover- 
nor Roosevelt reminded his hear- 
ers that he was familiar with 
every nook and corner of the 
coastline through many years of 
sailing and his service as Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy. He 
said: 

"This is a very delightful wel- 
come here to this beautiful re- 
sort. We have come through a 
wonderful week at sea with no 
casualties except some skin from 
the end of noses and some long 
hair that almost got entangled 
in the main sheets. It is good to 
be back in this region where I 
have spent so many happy days 
in bygone years." 

Roosevelt, then pointed out that 
his rule of observing the Sabbath 
tav eschewing politics was in keep- 
ing with the old New England 
spirit when he was A.ssistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy. The Gov- 
ernor said he came to nearby 
Portsmouth to inspect the war- 
lime patrol fleet. 

RECALLS OTHER SliNDAY. 

Arrving on a Sunday, Roo.se- 
velt said, the commanding officer 
proudly pointed to his fleet of 
, .seven ve.s.scls in the harbor, two 
I converted yachts, two tugs, one 
big yacht and two converted fi.sh- 
ernien. 

" 'But why are (hey all in 
port?' I asked. The officer re- 
sponded reprovingly, 'Because 
it is Sunday.' " 

The nominee then recalled how 
his namesake, "T. R.," who also 
served as Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, once ,sent an intiquated 
ironclad gunboat to calm the fears 
of (he re,sidents of Portland, Me., 
who feared the Spanish fleet 'A-a,, 
going to bombard them in 1898, 
He .said the ironclad was towed 
from the Philadelphia Nay Yard 
and anchored outside the city at 
the req\iest of Maine's two sena- 
tors.

"substantially adopts the recommenda- 
tion of tile city of Boston and the Bos- 
ton Port Autiiority, which were rep. 
jesented at all of the hearings by Cor- 
poration Counsel Samuel Silverman 
and former Chairman of the Commis- 
sion Johnston B. Campbell, special 
counsel for the Port Authority. 

"The city of Boston and the Port 
Authority joined hands with the New 
England Governors' committee to re- 
quire the Pennsylvania Railroad to oe 
divorced from its control of the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. RR. and the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, which it now holds 
through stock ownership. 

"Counsel for the city of Boston and 
the Port Authority insisted that not 
only should the Pennsylvania be 
divorced from its control of the New 
England roads as asked for by the 
Governors' committee, but insisted also 
that the great bridge line, the Delaware 
& Hudson Railroad, and the New York, 
Ontario & Western Railroad be kept 
out of the trunk line merger, and be 
available to the New England line*. 
This the <'ommission granted. 

"Will Gain an Outlet" 

"As a result of this decision it 'will 
be possible for the New England lines 
to gain an outlet to the great territory 
extending to the Mississippi River, and 
will afford an opportunity for New 
England to tie up with all the roads 
reaching to the great wheat centers of 
America. 

"The deci.sion to permit the N. Y. 
N. H. & Hartford to retain the New 
York, Ontario *, Western Railroad 
with its connection at O.^vvfego affords 
an opportunity for a great trunk line 
connoclion between Boston and Os- 
wego and Chicago. So, too, the deci- 
sion to eliminate the Delav/arj & 
Hudson fro mthc consolidation permits 
of a possible tieup between the New 
England railronrts, the Delaware & 
Hudson and lines to the great central 
region of the country. The Port of 
Boston was fearful lost the Delaware 
& Hudson and the New York, Ontario 
& Western Railroads, the two great 
bridge lines, he taken from New Eng- 
land, thereby denying to Ne wEngland 
an outlet to the rest of the country.

tno Pennsylvania Railroad, which 
heretofore has been Interested primar- 
ily in the ports of Philadelphia and 
New York. 

"If the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission had kept the Lehigh & Hudson 
and the Lehigh k New England Rail- 
roads out of the four-party merger it 
would have granted the request of the 
Port of Boston 100 percent. Even 
though these two lines were not kept 
independent as requested by the Cor- 
poration Counsel and the Port Author- 
ity, the decision is nevertheless a 
great victory for the Port of Boston. 

"Under the proposed plan of the 
commission the Port of Boston will 
now be ill a position to compete with 
the other North Atlantic ports for

At a further meotinR of the so-called Mayors'

The plan proposed hy Mayor Curlcy and 
finally adopted by a scant majority was that the 
State issue bonds for $13,000,000, the proceeds 
to be distributed among the cities and towns 
and amortized hy five equal annua! deductions 
from the liighway fun'.ls. That is, 53,000,000 
would be deducted from the revenue of the 
jrasoline tax and automobile registrations each 
year "so that the burden would not fall on real 
estate," the easy assumption being apparently 
that motorists do not have roofs over their 
heads. 

This money would be a trift to the State 
to the cities and towns in proportion to their 
tiiNable ^-ahuition ratheT than actual needs for 
relief and it would carry with it no pressure 
for economies in the local government of any 
of the cities and towns benefi'ed. 

An eft'ort to cover this lefect was made in 
the alternative propositior which was that 
$'.0,000,(100 be honowed f o • two years to be 
taken up h\- two annual payments from the 
hichvvay fund and distril'uted on the con- 
dition that reductions of salaries of equivalent 
voluntary leductions be made by the local 
Rovernments of the cities and towns. In either 
case, the Governor would he asked to call a 
special session of the General Court, which has 
otfected no noted economies in state povern- 
uitnt, to authorize the o,e or the other of the 
proposals. 

Though it is true that for the present many 
cities are in greater need of funds for local 
public welfare than the State is in need of 
further improved highways, it is a question 
whether in equity the tax should fall on 
motorists eNclusi\ely, either for two or for five 
years. If there is .justification for it, it is be- 
cause the State has reached the limits of 
taxation in other ways either for emergency 
needs or for the increasing cost of the state 
government. 

Propositions to tax bottled beverages, to- 
bacco or other special commodities encounter 
political difficulties in the General Court and 
the easier political devices of increasing the tax 
I on incomes fails because incomes have failed. 
Thus the highway fund appears to be the last 
resort for increased revenue.

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Baseball as a Business 

It is true of baseball as of any 
other form of high art that it is dif- 
ficult to convert the proifuct of tal- 
ent, except it be that of the virtuoso, 
into the coin of the realm. Leagues 
have been forinerl, have struggled 
past Memorial day and the Fourth 
of July and have die<l. Usually the 
end has come earlier for tail-end 
teams than for the leader.-", hut even 
a fine team has had no guarantee of 
a stable economic life except when 
its personnel has been in the virtuo- 
so class. 

j The collapse of the f;astern 
league after 16 years of somev,-hat' 
precarious existence, came at a time 
when the .Springfield ciub was at 
one of the artistic peaks of its long 
j baseball history. Yet at its best the 
I team could not draw through the 
ball park gates a crowd large 
enough to do credit to a sandlot 
game. 

This sad status of professional 
'baseball as a business is in spite of 
the fact that interest in baseball 
as an amateur sport locally was 
never keener. There are leagues and 
leagues and leagues that have 
games nearly every day in the week, 
, with a lot of them on Saturdays 
and Sundays, in which the play is 
good, the rivalry keen and the 
crowds big and enthusiastic. Many 
of these games, both in the city and 
the sufrounding towns, rlraw crowd.s 
that are bigger than the Flastern 
league team, even "'hon liending the 
race, has been able to attract to 
Hampden park. 

But these crowds do not pay any- 
thing. They like tlieir baseball free. 
If the promoters think it would be 
a good idea to rai.sc a little money 
by passing the hat, out of 2000 or 
riOOO spectators perhaps 200 might 
give something, from a nickel up.

It is a laudable object. Its success 
would be a good thing for the com- 
munity.

State Credit for Cities 

Former Eeprescntative Henry L. 
Shattuck, in opposing the proposal 
of Mayor Curley, backed by the 
Mayons' cTTlTrpjr-r?]5,000,000 bond 
issue for the benefit of the cities 
and towns, again emphasizes his 
solicitude lest the credit of the .state 
be damaged by the mayors who 
have not instituted the local econo- 
mies that the situation required. 

While Mr Shattuck is blaming the 
municipal governments for their 
failure to retrench, why sfaouhl hi 
remain .silent about the state gov- 
ernment's failure to do the same 
thing? If the state would do what 
is demanded of the municipal gov- 
ernments, it would be in a position 
where nothing could damage its 
credit, except the financial condition 
of the municipalities, and where it 
could lend a helping hand without 
fear that the commonwealth itself 
would topple over the brink of in- 
solvency. 

Mr Shattuck points to a vitally 
weak Bi>ot in the Curley proDoaal. 



It mortgages the state for five years 
to extend relief of the municipali- 
jties for only one year, whereas no- 
[bofly knows what the needs will be 
in the next year or in the next sev- 
eral years. But it is by no means 
certain that some form of assist- 
ance that involves the use of state , 
credit may not be necessar.v. 

No waj- has jet been found. bj 
which municipalities can do business 
except with funds obtained by bor- 
rowing in anticipation of taxes. Lo- 
cal economies cannot obviat« this 
necessity. At the most they can onljf 
reduce the amount to be "borrowed 
and improve their credit with bank- 
ers, who nevertheless may or may 
not be of a disposition to lonft 
money on taxes or any other securi- 
ty. You have to take hankers as yoq 
find them. 

As the collection of taxes becomes 
more difficult in a given community 
loans to the local government be- 
come less desirable, the interest 
rates go up and the snowball process 
of increasing costs and rising* tax 
rates begins. Tlie failure of tax col- 
lections differs greatly in difl'erent 
communities. The New Bedford 
Standard ratlicr pessimistically says 
a city "usually" has to take a tax 
j' lien when properties are sold for 
■ ta.\es. That certainly has not been 
the case in Springfield where all the 
tax liens held by the city amount 
to only about $18,000. It is now re- 
ported from Chicopee that 1931 tax 
payments are being made to an ex- 
tent which will prevent a disastrous 
failure of the tax sales. j 

Yet the sales throughout the state 
will be watched with anxiety. Theiii 
results will unquestionably have an 
influence on local administration 
(policies, and th.ey ought to be oj? 
vital interest to the General Court 
if Gov Kly summons it in special 
session to enact measures for the re- 
lief of municipalities. Whatever 
measures may be proposed, the use 
of state credit in some form will al- 
most certainly be among the most 
important to be considered. Some 
30 states have applied for federal 
credit in the form of loans from the 
R. F. C.

Thousands Hear Talk 

Thousands massed around the Cham- 
ber of Commerce stand and all avail- 
able space at the Casino was talten. 
The seaplane trip apparently gave the 
Mayor a great kick and 'i another step 
in his alrmindedness. O.ily once be- 
fore had Mnyor Curley been in n plane. 
It was on his last trip In Cuba when 
he flew from Havana to Miami to 
keep a Palm Beach appointment.

Safeguard the Home 

Mayor Curley 's plea in belialf of the home owner and 
his invitation to distinguished clnnchn.en and citizens to 
serve on a roniniittee to protect equities of home owners-^ 
placed in serious jeopardy by ])rescnt economic conditions— 
and to aid housing conditions in gen- 
eral, is a most gracious and laudalilo 
action. 

The Daily Record endorses the 
mayor's proposal and hopes that the 
appeal will result in constructive and 
co-operative effort which will deal 
with this vital problem from a hu- 
manitarian standpoint and stabilize 
and guard the home. 

The home is the very foundation 
of our civilization. It is the main- 
spring of community life. In it are 
nourished those precepts upon which 
good government relies — tlie mould- 
ing of character and upright citizenship. Take away or 
weaken the influence of the home and civilization would ■fall. 
In this period of economic distress the problems of 
the home owner have increased to such an extent that un- 
less something is done — and done at once — to relieve the 
burden, the structure of living standards will collapse. 

"One of the most important questions confronting 
American cities today," Mayor Curley pointed out, "is that 
of providing shelter for their inhabitants. It is a problem 
which has seriously affected not only the home owners 
themselves, who in many instances have been forced to re- 
linquish the savings of a lifetime through inability to meet 
interest and mortgage payments, but also the banking and 
financial interests, building trades, real estate dealers and 
health and social workers." 

If banks or other interests who hold mortgages on the 
homes of those who at present are unable through uneTti- 
ployment to meet their obligations, hold loo strictly to the 
letter of the law, they will ultimately share in the loss. 

It would sccni that some plan might be devised where- 
by the holders of mortgages on homes where the owners are 
miable to meet payments could declare a moratorium on in- 
terest payments, principal or amortizements, until such time 
as economic conditions improve. 

Boston docs not want to face conditions such as have 
come about in other cities, where glaring instances, esju-cial- 
ly in Detroit, have been recorded where banks h^ve fore- 
closed on the homes of unemployed workers because they 
were temporarily unable to meet payments. 

Everything should be done to encourage the home own- 
er or prospective home owner at this time, when the incn- 
tive to build or maintain a home is at a low ebb as a result 
of economic conditions. Get behind Mayor Curley in his 
laudable move to safeguard the home.

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**" Governor Ely Conforms 

Because of the unsatisfactors turn of events 
in the Democratic National Convention after 
Governor VAy had made a notable speech for 
Alfred E. Smith which, though received with 
j.laudil.s, failed to register vv-ith the prevailing 
temper of the Roosevelt delpgates, his re- 
luctance to appear tor, eager either for support 
of the ticket or for his own renomin»tion was 
riatural and perhaps consistent w-ith Democratic 
etiquet in the circiimptance«: Mayor Curley's 
sudden eagerness to have Governor Ely seek i 
renomination was doubtless among the circum- 
stances that suggested the propriety of a 
month's official hesitation to be decorously 
ended, however, by the critical test of an inter- 
view with Governor Roosevelt at Albany. Thu^, 
ii it is impossible for all to be well that ends 
well in this case, all may be as well as it could 
be in the not altogether agreeable turn of events. 

Governor Ely's statement may leave the in- 
terested public in some uncertainty whether his 
decision to run again is because he finds him- 
self as he says, "holding the ends of the some- 
what tangled skeins of so many matters of 
public concern but concerning which so few 
know so little that in .spite of a desire to leave 
public office I do not find it possible to do so ' 
without the sanction of those who vote," or 
becau.se of the eagerness of Governor Roosevelt 
and hi? friend.*, including Mayor Curley, to 
soothe the feelings of the disappointed Democ- 
racy of the State. 

Botli situations may have aided Governor 
Fl.v to overcome his reluctance to run again. 
But in any event he ran have the assurance 
that, if circumstances have made it impossible » 
for him to carry out his de.sire to leave public ^ 
office without the sanction of tho.se who vote, 
those who vote may cheerfully come to the 
lescue of his personal wishes. 

It is possible that Ma.^sachusetts voters will 
be sympathetically consideiate of the. Governor's 
personal wishes to leave office, notwithstanding 
the somewhat tangled .skein of matters of public 
concern of which he finds himself holding the 
ends, and concerning which he assures us that 
"so few know so little" — a phrase that in 
purified English may ea.^ily mean that so many 
know so mucli. 

Whether the voters .-ianction tlie Governor's 
desire to leave office or not, he makes one 
.'statement of rcvi.sed policy with which we are 
in enthusiastic accord. It is, "the State having 
first set in motion its own economies must aid 
and assist the municipalities to create lower 
government costs and lower taxes." It is 
tremendously encouraging to find in official 
((iiarters at last, a realization that before the 
.state government imdertakcs to teach or compel 
the municipalities to reduce their costs, it should 



in decency reduce its own costs so that the 
municipalities would not have to tax real estate 
til enable the State to balance its budget. 

If that is one end of the tangled skein that 
liie (Jovernor finds himself holding, we sincerely 
trust that he will continue grimly to hold it in 
ca.-e the voters should be so inconsiderate as 
not to sanction Siis desire to leave office. 

Returning lo the belated voyage of discovery 
that he made ro Albany after (iovernor Roose- 
velt had failed lo locate him in Boston, Governor 
Ely frankly states that it is useless for him to 
deny the feeling "that the public mind would 
more clearly and easily find expre.--'sion if the 
Democratic party chose as its leader a man of 
expressed convictions and positive action" mean- 
ing, of course, Alfred K. Smith; and he does ; 
"not now recede from that position." But — and 
that word may at times hold a great assortment 
of political contingencies — his visit to Governor 
Roosevelt convinced him that the Democratic 
platform would bo "carried out" with earnest 
and energetic action. This seems to indicate 
Governor Ely's belief that the Democratic plat- 
form may he "carried out" by Governor Roose- 
velt rather tiian by the usual pallbearers. 

If in that brief interview Governor Roosevelt 
cculil have produced so notable a change in 
Governor Ely's convictions, we can imagine no 
Democratic campaign document more potent for 
clianging the convictions of people generally 
than the publication of a verbatim et literatim 
report of that interview. So compelling a thing 
should not be kept .secret from a Massachu«(itts 
public that i.- affrcled by the very feelings 
formerly expips.-~ed by (Iovernor Ely. Nothing 
that Governor Roosevelt has said at the con- 
vention or over the radio could compare in 
efficiency for flopping over convictions with 
what he mu.-:t have said privately to Governor 
Ely after events had a month's chance to cool off. 

Anyhow, "having in mind the broad purposes | 
of my party" says (iovernor Ely in closing, 
"and the accompli.-hment of those thin?s for 
which it has declared il.^oir, 1 shall give my 
support to the l)f niiocratic lickel of Roosevelt 
.'ind (iarnpr." * 

That word "hioad'" is happily descriptive. 
Mis party's p\iipo-Ps are broad enough to take 
in the radical running mate of the late La- 
Follctte, indorsed by the Socialists in 1H24, the 
notions of Senator Norris, the "pork barrel" 
policy of Garner, the bonus boosting of Patman, 
also of Texas, the ebullitions of Huey Long, the 
tariff smashing of Cordell Hull, the "self- 
effacing" behavior of Mayor Curley, the stubborn 
dryness of Solid South vote suppressors, the 
adroit designs of McAdoo and Hearst, and, it is 
hoped, broad enough to include "the expressed 
convictions and positive action" of the admirers 
of Alfred E. Smith. "Broad" is the right word. 
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THE SPECIAL SESSION PLEA 

No special session of the General Court 
should bp called if by any means it can be 
avoided. The members of t.he LeRislalure shonld 
servo without pay if the Governor does call them 
in special session. No bond i.ssue to provide 
money for Rpneral distribution among the cities 
and towns should be authorized. 

The Mayors' Club committee asks the Gover- 
nor for an extra session between now and mid- 
September. The Governor should defer his de- 
cision as long a.s po,ssibl». The municipalities 
have struggled alonK for two months since the 
end of the regular session. The struggle is do- 
ing them gcMKi. Many of them can be induced 
to economize only under the stern mandate o! 
necessitv. It will do them no harm in any event 
to struggle on for .some weeks longer at least. 
Meanwhile, most of the new tax rates will be 
announced The volume of the demand for an 
extra se.s.sion my depend on the number and 
the amount of their increases. It is gratifying 
to note that several municipalities have reported 
handsome decreases. 

The argument that a st->ecial session will en- 
able the legislators to concentrate on a single 
problem and to .settle it without, the trading and 
log-rolling that mark regular .vssions would 
have more weight if an election did not Impend. 
Tlie demand is for a pre-election ses.iion. That 
means inevitably that many votes would be dic- 
tated by political expediency. If we nuLst have 
a special session. mid-November would be » bet- 
ter time. 

Will the members of the General Court have 
the audacity to vote theni.selves additional .sala- 
ries if an extra .session is held? The critici.sm 
to which they were .subjected after their refusal 
to reduce their pay .should have indicated to 
them how the public feels. The $4nn raid is not 
forgotten. The average memory may be short, 
but in times like these the voters have a dis- 
concerting way of recalling facts. 

The principle of the propo.^ed general bond 
i.ssue is wrong. What is demanded Is a bond 
Issue to rai.=e money for distribution among the 
cities and towns in ratio with the state (axes 
asses.seri upon them, the money to be apiKir- 
ttoned io all municipalities, and not only t/) 
' those admitting their need for il or tho,'-e apply- 
ing for it. Those who do not need it and those 
who might manage somehow to worry along 
without it, would be tempted to let down In 
their efforts at economy. 

That plan has all the marks of an easy- 
money hand-out. The right thing is to deal 
with each city and town according to its demon- 
strated need. The average town wants no help. 
Many of the cities are victims of their own foll,v. 
The general distribution idea is all wrong. Bet- 
ter by far to adopt » iilAii for any city in dis- 
tre.v according to the actual conditions existing 
therein, T)ie suggestion that the money ad- 
vanced from the bond issue be recovered by de- 
I ductions from the annual allotments of the 
highway fund 1.'. a del ail. The intent, of course, 
is to make repflymenl as painless as possibl*.

CAMPATGir SPEAKERS. 

Reminders of our coming bless- 
ings, the spealters' bureaus of the 
major political parties, are in the 
act of organization. Except the na- 
tional candidates and a few speakers 
of the first distinction whom people 
may be curious to see, why should 
there be much physical circulation 
of orators? They can stay at home 
and be broadcast, if their " efforts " 
are considered worth it. They can 
be read, on the same terms, by citi- 
zens with the proper patience and 
zeal for instruction. Remembering 
the weary distjvnces that crowds on 
horseback or in wagons used to 
cover in simpler days for the sake 
of hearing or trying to hear some 
political celebrity, the soft Cam- 
panian ease of contemporary meth- 
ods would be startling by contrast, 
if the moderns didn't accept every 
nevi' advantage as their due and use 
it as nonchalantly as if they had| 
always had it. 

Mr. Bryan's record of '96, if we 
remember, was thirty-six speeches 
in a single day. These labors of 
giants seem incredible to this pam- 
pered generation. The partisan mis- 1 
sionaries still go on circuit. One 
hardly knows why. The case of 
one of them, however, is altruistic 
and almost heroic. Some time ago 
Mayor Curley of Boston agreed to 
make a series of campaign speeches 
outside of New England after this 
month. To deaden ancient rancors 
in Massachusetts, he will serve his 
party there by his absence and else- 
where by his presence and stirring 
speech. He is suasive in many man- 
ners and can adapt himself to any 
sort of audience. This adaptability j 
; implies a. tact and a knowledge of i 
' the local temperament, and there are 
' often regional shades of opinion In 
the same party that a cautious !

In the case of the Progressive Re- 
publican States, these shades are 
irreconcilable, !:traight black and 
white. Generally .speaking, the po- 
litical thermometer in the effete 
East rises more slowly than in, say, 
Oklahoma cr Texas. Mr. Garnkr of 
the latter State is doubtless rumi- 
nating over these differentiations, 
which, as a veteran of the House, he 
has had long opportunity to study. 
There are exceptions, of course. Our 
own Mr. La Gi^ardia, for instance, 
seems like a fcrvic! son of Kansas; 
but he is his own breed of Repub- 
lican and does not enter into that 
study of Democratic geography, en- 
vironment and idiosyncrasy which, 
presumably, the Speaker is making, 
if he thinks, as is reported, of mak- 
ing campaign speeches in New Eng- 
land, mid- West, Far West.

BACON BITTERLY ASSAILS 
MAYOR'S_CLUB AID PLEA 

Senate Head Says Proposal Unfair 
To Autoists, in Worcester Talk 



Spfcial Disnatch to fhf Olnhe 
WORCESTER, Aug 5-Pres Caspar 
G. Bacon of the Massachusetts State 
Benat*!, in an address at tlie luncheon 
meeting of the Kmanis Club today, 
came out strongly in opposition to the 
pica, of ni'?nihers of the Mayors' Club 
for thft Stale to aid the munl'-ipallties 
fcy appropriating JlS.noo.OOO for welfare 
Work. 

Mr Bacon ,«poke against the Jn- 
ereased rest of government at the 
opening of his talk and, after telling 
how Massachusetts has tried to cut 
down its expenses, he said; 

"Early this week a small number of 
♦he Mayors' Club of Massachusetts 
(to what extent they represented the 
membership I have no means of 
knowing) requested the Governor to 
eall a special session of the Legisla- 
ture for the purpose of authorizing 
the State to borrow JIS.OOO.OOO and 
turn this amount over pro rata to the 
cities and towns as a gift to help 
them defray their welfare e.\pen;ics, 
regardles.s of the, financial needs of 
each respective city or town and 
regardless of the efforts made by each 
nne to put its own house in order. 

Voices Opposition to Plan 

"Ft is p:opoE.rd that tiiis money be 
paid back to the lender by tajiing it 
from the State highway fund over a 
five-year period. This fund, as you 
know, i.s derived very largely from 
the gasoline tax. 

"I am oppo.sed to this proposal. I 
fcelicve it i.s unfair to the motorists 
■who have provided tlie funds. I <eel 
that the limit of taxation on motorists 
has been reached. The State high- 
way fund should be used solely for 
the maintenance' and construct ion of 
highways. 

"We have already by legislation this 
J'ear given the cities and towns iH,- 
BOD.OOO from the highway fund for 
local highway and road development, 
plus an .-iddilional .112.000,000 from thi.s 
«ame fund by way of permanent relief 
from State highway maintenance and 
repairs. The cities and towns thus 
have the use of S7,.WO,000 of State 
money. 

"Jjast year the relief jrranted (o the 
cities and towns from the highway 
fund Amounted to $4, ,50.0, 006. This 
J'oar J|;,3,C00,000 was added. 

"What I want to Impress upon the 
public \n that in this year of falling 
fevenufis the cities and towns of Mas- 



sachusetts wii; pay to the SUle In 
the form of taxes less than th?y did 
last year. 



Must Set Houses in Order 

"I appreciate full well that .some of 
our municipalities are in (inancial dif- 
ficulties. I have no Intention of trying 
i to miniiiiize their predicament. Pos- 
j sibly some of them will need as.sistancc 
Irom the State before the year is over. 
It is also true, however,' that if the 
municipalities would devote more at- 
tention to cutting expenditure.s than to 
scheming new ways of obtaining lev- 
I enuc, their plight would be. far les.s 
j serious. 

I "Lrf-.t them improve their purchasing 
' methods, eliminate nonessential activi- 
ties, weed out spurious claims for pub- 
lic welfare relief, con.solidate some of 
their departments if need be, reduce 
their expenditures in every possible 
way. Let them concentrate on drastic 
curtailments before coming to the 
State begging for funds. 

"If, after they have put their houses 
in order, after they have exhausted by 
every conceivable economy every 
means to get on a firm financial basis, 
if then they find themselves still in 
trouble, let them come to the State 
and put themselves in its haiKls. 

"The condition of requiring financial 
aid from the St.iti- must be that the 
city or town applying for .such aid 
should agree to turn over the man.Tge- 
ment and control of its affaiis to some 
State agency created for that purpose. 
Kach city must be dealt with sepa- 
rately according to Its proven needs. 
If, in some particular ease. State aid 
becomes a dire necessity, then only 
by turning over (he governmrrt of 
that city to some .State ho,ird will the 
city itself be safe and the interests of 
all the taxpayers of Massachusetts be 
protected.

Comnienis (jn the Kly statement have in the 
main been favorable, .Mr. CurUy, always adroit, 
sees in the Kly position a ,anaranty for "a. united 
party" wliicii •■means victory in Novemb'sr;" but 
Senator .Michael Ward of Uoxbury, than whom 
none could be closer tn t'urley. assails the gov- 
ernor with vigor and verbiage, and calls his state- 
ment "a contribution to the Hoover cause."

Well, the governor is away on his vacation 
now, and he needs it.

The enthusiastic 
gentleman in Minneapolis very likely means well, 
btit he misinterprets both Ciovernor Smith and 
Governor Kly. They have no desire to enter a 
contest for the sole and simple \iurpose of wreck- 
ins somebody else, with not the slightest chance 
of being elecK-d, themselves. What Governor lily 
wanted at Chicaso was lo nominate Al Smith, be- 
cause he believed with all that was in him that 
(Jovernor Smith was the best equipped American 
to tackle the present situation and better it. You 
may agree with him or disagree with him, but 
there is no shadow of doubt of his sincerity and 
his earnestness. He was not there to "stop Rrose- 
vell" or to stop anyone else. He wag there to

The closeness of the national contest is elo- 
(luently indicated liy Senator (Jeorge Biggins 
Moses, when he prophesies that President Hoover 
will will re-election by a margin of not less than 
22 vote.s in the electoral college. This seems to us 
a rather startling prophecy from so optimistic » ; 
statesman as the gentleman from New Hampahlre. 
He calls the 22 electoral college votes an irreduc- 
ible luininuim, but If that is as high ns ho can j 
pill it. he obviously expects a close fight for vie- j 
tory. Certainly there has not been a campaign fori 
many years in which the result was so much in j 
doubt as the present one.

It may be assume.l that in a.ldition to his 
instructions to do his campaiRning somewhere 
else than in Massachusetts Mayor.,Gui!ey was 
advi.sed by the a.stute Roosevelt manaRers as to 
the particular hait he was to offer in the 
Mis.sissippi Valley and further on wheie the 
West i.s reputed to be more wild and woolly and 
iiiore Franklin RooseveUian. Mr. Curley is evi- 
dently adopting the Garner method of proniisinfr 
Federal money to entice voters. At Chicago he 
promised a program of the expenditure of 
^2,000,000,000 for developing "an inland empire 
in the heart of America," and assured his 
listeners that Governor Roosevelt was in favor 
of it. - 

Briefly the proposition is to spend two billions 
plus interest for 20 or 30 years to develop the 
Mississippi waterway for power, transportation 
and flood control. It is assumed that the Curley 
offer in behalf of Governor Roosevelt will he 
peculiarly attractive in Chicago which is in 
rfvolt against the St. Liiwrence waterway de- 
velopment because under the proposed treaty 
the diversion of water from Lake Michigan into

Massachusett.'^ is always contributing more 
to Federal aid projects tha;i it receives and, 
as it pays 3.fi4 per cent of the income and 
other taxes into the Federal Treasury, Mayor 
Curley would have this .State contribute about 
$100,000,000 to amortize the $2,000,000,000 he 
promises Chicago for the "inland empire." The 
State of New York would contribute over a 
third of the whole .scheme and in fact about 
thiee fourths of the total sum would he con- 
tributed by the few States that are not in the 
tributary Mississippi system.

The action of Mayor James M. Curley of 
Boston in canceling his agreemeiit to attend the 
banquet in that city at which the Salvation 
Army launched its drive for funds to caiTy on 
its relief work during the coming winter was 
lypical of Curley. The Mayor was incensed 
because Miss Evangeline Booth, the head of 
the Salvation Army organization in this country, 
in an interview prior to the banquet, had stated 
her personal preference for President Hoover. 
Had her choice been (lovernor Koosevelt it is 
not to be doubted that Boston's Mayor would 
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have giaced the banquet with h.s presence and 
his most polished oratory. 

As it is, he has was-hed his hands of the 
Salvation Army drive and will give it no cn- 
conrugement or support. In a scathing letter, 
bristling with inisstatemcr.tG in regard to Presi- 
dent Hoover, he has declared his intention not 
to "contribute or parbjcipate in the further work 
of the Salvation Army, at least until such time 
as there is a return to the policy of nonpartici- 
pation in matters political by the Salvation 

Army."

Boston, Oct. 13.— A new logrnd has 
been projected into llie Massachusetts 
political situation which may have an 
Important bearing on the presidential 
election in this state. 

The purported salute of AI Smith 
to Franlilin Roosevelt last wcelc at 
Albany of "old potato," which the 
presir;»ntial nominen insists never wasj' 
uttered, may find a place in the po- *'' 
litical annals of the codfish .-itatc Si 
along with the so-called Coolidsc jj 
"myth" about stopping the rioting 
here during the police strilse, the 
real purpose of the Boston tea pdrty, 
and the "burning" of witciies at 
Saiem. All of the.se were important ,( 
in their day. The "old potato" legend! 
may liave as potent an effect in a 
smaller' way. 

Ever since the Chica^jo conven- 
tion the Icllortcrs of Smith in thi.s 
state have been trying to make up 
their m*iKls just what Al thought of 
Roosevelt. When the popular Gov- 
ernor Joseph Ely, D3mocral, who elrc- 
Irified tlio Chicago convention in 
placing Smith in nomination, but 
never has made a great speech be- 
fore or smce, gave out a statement 
lor RcoRivclt after his vi.^it to Albany, 
the disnifected Bay State voters be- 
lieved the brcacn was soon to be 
closed. But they were still on the 
lence 

Hailed Kurt of I'oii!!. 

Then aior.i' came the nevvspaprr 
litaries from Alban^i last wcelt that 
Smith and Hoosevelt had shaken 
hands, and thie former had gret*tPd 
th« latter with "Hello, old potato," 
and the Smith following began, .to 



feel more certain the great political 
feud of 1932 had been ended. The 
newspapers here blazoned the -saluta- 
tion in streaming headlines. The 
Irish saw this as a good omen. 

A subscriber to the Globe wrote a 
letter to the editor, which was printed 
in a box. At this time of year it was 
a custom lor folks down on the East 
Side of New York to bake potatoes in 
the street. The writer concluded that 
the salutation of "Old Potato" com- 
ing as it did from Al was "quite com- 
mon and complimentary." So all 
Hibernians .sliouid know Smith had 
made up with Roosevelt, even though 
tliere was doubt that Smith ever 
said it. 

Tlie Democratic voters of this state 
will remain loyal to their party if Al 
tells them to do so. Ho is coming up 
here for a speech near the end of the 
campaign. If lie tells tiie people here 
he loves Franklin with all liis heart, 
and that they should vote for him, it 
is a safe guess they will follow his ad- 
vice. Smith is about the only popu- 
lar hero Massachusetts has retained 
for any length of time since tlie days 
of Paul Revere and Samuel Adams. 
He could be elected governor of Mas- 
.sachusetts any time. 

But, of course, there are things the 
voters in Mas.sachu.setts and other 
New England states do not like about 
the Democratic ticket. Those among 
the old families in the Back Bay dis- 
trict cannot get enthusiastic about 
Speaker Garner. The Republicans 
keep quoting the Texan assaying din- 
ing a hou.se debate on a postofficr ap- 
propriation bill: "Every time une ol 
tiiose Yankees gets a ham, I am go- 
ing to do my best to get a hog." If 
the vice -presidential candidate is 
that crude, and that sectional, the 
better people of Boston do not want 
him.

Democracy. 

After the Chicar:" convention, en- 
gagements were made lor a prolonD,ed 
tour of the West, and Curley spent 
several weeks assu'-;ng tlie outland- 
er;; that Sniitii "-c-ally wa.-J very fond ol 
Roosevelt; just two old buddies, be- 
tween whom their poiitlr-al enemies 
iiad attempted to create a rift. 

Now Curley is back, bustling around 
again for Roosevelt. He had planned 
to sia^e a big registration drive so 
Missachu.setts this time would roil 
up a majority for Roosevelt as it did 
)or Smith in 1928. But tlie big bos.ses 
have put tlieir foot down on this. 
The Democratic registration drive 
will be handled by the regular organ- 1 
izatlon. I;ike a good boy, the mayor I 
has agreed to take a back seat. The 
.si'.brosa reports are that Curley has 
ambitions to he ambassador to Italy. 
Smith carried this state by 17.000 
four years ago— one of the two north- 
ern states to go Democratic. The 
other was Rhode Island, which has 
similar political and racial cro.ss-sce- 
tions. The fact the Literarv Digest 
poll thus far gives the state to Hoo- 
ver, 5 to 3, does not di.scouragc llic 
pemocratB.

Massf;chusettK, a.s most of these 
New England states, has a farm 
problem. That ill is not confined to 
tne wheat farmers of Kansas or the 
hog rai.ser.s of Iowa. The low price 
of ]K)tati>es in Maine, of milk in 
Vermont, and of numeious crops in 
this stat.e. has brought a near farm 
revolt against the national adminis- 
tration. The only difference be- 
tween here and in Kansas and Iowa, 
tlic farmers do not control. But 
wlien n person can go a few miles 
Irom Boston and buy apples for 25 
cents a busiiel, the farmer is mad. 
Up in Vermont, one of the old hide- 
bound weekly Reimbllcan ncwspa- 
piM's IS telling its readers not to ])ay 
attention to party lines. 

A full realization of the strength 
of tiic farm jirotest vote in New 
En;;land came when Maine went 
IDeiiiocratle. The potato farmer in 
Aristook County who ifceived 30 
cents a barrel for liis product felt 
about the same a.s the Kansas farm- 
er who received '.iO cents a bushel fci 
his wlieat. Until the Maine up- 
heaval it was assumed lirre New 
England would go for lioover; now' 
tiiere is no ccilaiiity what may hap- 
pen, mostly hope. 

The induru'iai ,<iituation in New 
England has shown some improve- 
ment -principally in tlie textile milljs 
and in tiie shot? factories. In .spite of 
the increase in employment. Mayor 
Curley still is planning on .'^pendii.g a 
million dollars a month here for re- 
lief next winter. In most of the in- 
dustries, large wage cuts have been 
made, and many emplovees are 
working on part time. That does 
not nink(' the factory workers feel 
.so kindly towards the Hoover ad- 
mintstration, although they niav 
have a Job.

MAYOR CURXEY'S NERVES. 

'There arc signs tlmL Ivlnyui Cur- 
ley is allowing himself to be irritated 
by trifles and thai his nerves are 
frazzled. The sudden, spiteful out- 
burst against Mis-s Evangeline Booth, 
icomm.indor in ehiet of the Salvation 
Army, just at the beginning of a 
drive for money to assist the city's 
poor this winter revealed a man 
■who has t)een sorely tried this sum- 
mer and fall. To be sure, work on 
city problems has not tired Mayor 
Curley for he visits Boston only oe- 
tween trips. The scandalous waste , 
In welfare relief has not hurt his 
powers of resistance, for he waves I 
them aside and denies that they ex- 
ist. The fact that Boston is hand- 
ing out money at'tlic rate of $12,000,- 
lOOO a year without adequate care 
that oniy these entitled sliall receive 
'it docs not worry Mayor Curley. 

Mayor Curley promptly recognized ; 
his error, accepted Miss Booth's ex- 
planation of her chance remurl?: to 
the reiJorters and says that he will 
contribute hLs usual check for the 
Salvation Army's purposes. He ran 
the risk of harming the Army's fi- 
nancial drive. It seemed his exident 
wish to do so, althoiiRh his power 
to harm that drive might be exag- 
gerated. If he had hurt the drive 
he would have liurt the ixjor of Bas- 
ton. Mr. Curley as a reg'ular thing ^ 
sees such facts very clearly. Evi- ; 
denlly he was sorely disturbed in 
mind' when he ra.shly accused the 
Salvation Army of lx>ing in polities 
Miss Booth is far more securely 
placed in the affections of the nation 
than is Mayor Curley. He probably 
much regrets his hasty step by this 
jlime. 

It was evidently a bad hour for Mr, , 
Curley when ho was roused to anger 
by a newspaper account of Miss 
Booth's personal preierencc for Mr ' 
Hoover, for he coupled lii-s indigna- 
tion at the remarkable woman who 
heads the Sallies with a most out- 
rag<'0us attack on the president. For- 
getting prohibition for the nonce 
probably by an oversight, he accused 
Herbert Hoover of betraying the 
American home and IxMng the cause 
of all the miseries oi the depression.

It was rash, foolish 
and almost insane. It revealed a 
man temporarily at least very near 
the breaking |)oint, exasix>rated be- 
yo»d endurance; perhaps because he 
has been forbidden to attend the 
Smith meeting later this month.
